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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Nanba (US 4665484) is not 
obvious to combine with Kawauchi (US 5619653) because it would change the principle operation of Nanba, and therefore claims 1 and 9 
are allowable. Applicant argues Nanba's use of a test-and-set operation is being used by one processor to lock a shared resource, and that 
using two processors to access the shared resource during one lock of the shared resource would defeat the purpose of Nanba's 
disclosure. The examiner respectfully disagrees with the applicant's arguments because applicant has assumed that their claim is limited to 
performing a single lock-and-release operation. However, the claim, as currently written, could cover two lock-and-release operations. One 
by the source controller (flag set and flag release), which is taught by Nanba, meets the limitation of the source controller setting the flag. 
And one by the destination controller (flag set and flag release), which is taught by Nanba, meets the limitation of the destination controller 
releasing the flag. Therefore, applicants grounds of argument of nonobviousness do not hold, because the argument is based on an 
limitation that does not exist in the claim language, specifically the system being limited to a single lock and release operation. 

Therefore, the claims would be rejected under the same rationale as the final rejection dated 22 July 2008. 
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
